Two English Stowaways on C.P.R. 
Wi) Boat Take Chance in Gulf of 
St. Lawrence 


Montreal, Aug. 17 A blinding miat 
and heavy rain aided two young 
stowaways aboard the Canadian Pa 
ecifte liner Monmouth to make their 
escape from the ship in which they 
had crossed the Atlantic The Mon- 
mouth arrived in port yesterday af 
ternoon 

When but a few hours out from 
port, bound for Montreal, the officers 
of the Monmouth discovered there 
were two stowaways on the ship, who, 
under cover of the confusion of the 
last few moments in port, had come 
aboard and by some means managed 
to remain unnoticed until the lines 
had been cast off and the ship was 
under way 

To turn back was out of the quer 
tion, to punish the men in any manner 
Other than by keeping them In con 
finement was not wise, after locking 
them up until the ship was past the 
last part of Great Britain the boys, 
for they were but about twenty yeors 
of age, were taken out and made to 
work, and work hard about the ship 
Until the Gulf of St. Lawrence was 
reached all went well Then the 
spirit of Hberty rose in the boys 
hearts and a desire to see this great 
new country for which they had risk 


ed so much began to get a stronger 
hold upon them 


Jumped Overbowrd, 


On Thursday morning, while the 
rain came down in torrents and the 
fog lay about so thick that the bow 
of the ship could not be seen from 
the stern, and while the crew and 
officers were all at breakfast, these 
during fellows lifted a gang plank, 
raised it to the side and trusting to 
the noise of the rain falling on the 
steel ship, let the gangway go and 
immediately followed It overboard 


For a while, it lodked though |

ship and in a few minutes, as 
promptly as ai well trained crew

Chief Responsibility Rests With the 


liberal Whip, Fred Pardee—Task 
With Many Dificulties—Kindness 
in Entertainment Form Must be 
Guarded Against.

Himself, he always de- 
scribes as a “humble follower.’ In 
short, Fred Pardee, one of the most 
likeable men you would meet in a 
dog's age, is an example of that un- 
canny but honest and sincere af- 
fection which the Prime Minister 
seems to be able to inspire in his 
following Pardee is a missionary— 
not so much of Liberalism as of Lau 
rier,

Question Premier Says Cannot 
Tax Japanese

Vancouver, Aug. 17.—Sir Wilfrid 


Laurier spent a busy morning dealing 


with deputations, 

‘Representatives of the Trades and 
Tabor, Council asked for a head tax 
of $100 on all Asiatic immigrants, R. 
P. Pettypiece, the spokesman, in a 
vigorous address, maintained that the 
vices of the Asiatic were perpetuated 
in spite of the local police and were 
polluting the community He argued 
that the government maintained 
hatcheries on the Fraser river “for 
the benefit of corporations,” and asked 
that they take over the canneries for 
the benefit of white labor. 

The Premier's Reply. 

The Premier, replying, said that he 
recognized that all immigration 
brought its vices and virtues, It was 
the obligation of Canada to assimi- 
late and elevate these alien races. In- 
timation that the East did not un- 


derstand or appreciate the problem 
was generally erroneous. For him- 
self the Premier had made a special 
study of it. As far as thes head tax 
on the Japanese were concerned, Sir 
Wilfrid could not concuf, “even if my 
action should mean the disappearance 
of my government.” 

Imperial considerations were para- 
mount, and the results in his opinion 
could be better attained by mutual 
diplomatic arrangement. As to the 
increase in the Chinese head tax he 
would look into the matter, 

The British Columbia lumbermen 
made a specific request for the plac- 
ing of a duty on rough lumber com- 
ing into Canada from the United 
States of $1.25 per thousand feet, to 
meet the similar duty on Canadian 
rough lumber going to the states, 

Would Welcome Free Trade. 

“We are prepared to welcome free 
trade,” said the spokesman, “We 
want. free trade and will take our 
chance with the world on equal foot- 
ing. Under present conditions, how- 
ever, and by reason of the American 
tariff, they suffered hardship. For 
the sake of the settler lumber has 
been made free, while all other com- 
modities which went into his house 
and homestead were protected. They 
sald they had asked for fourteen years 
and were still waiting.” 

Cannot Hasten Reform, 
-Sir Wilfrid reminded the deputation 
that. Jacob. worked seven years for 
Leah and seven more for Rachel. 
Canada's fiscal reform must necessar- 
ily be slow as well as steady. The 
Hon. W. 8S. Fielding had. a big task 
evolving a tariff.avhich coc!d not be 
satisfactory to all warring interests. 
Farnest effort would be made to 
evolve a tariff best suited to Canada's 
present conditions, with a government 
always ready to make progress in 
accord with the welfare of the country

HARVEST IN PROGRESS, 


Fifty, Per. Cent. of .Grain, Down in 
North Battleford by End of Week. 


North Battleford, Aug. 16—The 
binders are all busy and harvesting is 
in full swifig. About fifty per cent. 
of the crops wil] be down by next 
Saturday if weather conditions re- 
main favorable. The majority of 
farmers say their crops are better 
than anticipated. The gophers had 
made sad havoc round some of the 
fields, and this had given rise to the 
impression that the crops were in 
some cases poor. Now when the 
crops are being cut many fields that 
were reported poor are stooking up 
fine, and the average will be higher 
than anticipated. 

A large collection of grains and 
vegetables are being collected by the 
board of trade for shipment to the 
Toronto exhibition. After the exhi- 
bition it will be shipped to a number 
of the fall fairs across the line. The 
exhibit is one of the finest ever sent 
from this district. 

The North Battleford citizens are 
feeling elated over the showing of the 
High school pupils at the recent ex- 
amitnations, Out of forty-two students 
only two names are missing from the 
successful list. This is the first year 
of our High school work and Prin- 
cipal Huff, together with his associ- 
ate teachers, are receeiving congratu- 
lations for their highly successful 
achievement. 


POST OFFICE TEST CASE. 


Political Circulars Matled With, One 
Cent Stamp. 
Victoria, B.C., Aug. 17.—Judgment 


was rendered this afternoon by Police 
Magistrate Prior in the case of the 
Post Office Department against Bax- 
ter. and Johnson, The defendants 
were charged with an infraetion of 
the regulations by sending by express 
a great quantity of political circular 
letters, which were posted at various 
cities and towns with a _ one-cent 
stamp, Baxter and Johnson thus 
effecting a saving of one cent on each 


letter, Magistrate Prior decides 
against the Post Office Department. 
He says in his written judgment; ‘I 


can find nothing in the post office act 
which requires 4 person to post a let 
ter in any particular post office. In 
my opinion if a letter is posted in 
some post office in Canada and is car- 
ried and delivered to the addresses by 
the postal authorities, it is sent in con- 
formity with the postal act, and there- 
fore section 136 does not apply.”

D. D. MANN IN TORONTO. 


Says That the Saskatchewan Valley 
Has Good Crops. 


Toronto, August 16.—D, D. Mann, 
vice-president of the C.N.R., has ar- 
rived home from his trip of inspec. 
tion of the western extension of the 
system. He left Toronto on July 8 


and went as far. as the Portland 
Canal. 
Speaking of the crops in the 


western provinces, he stated that in 
Aiberta it had been very dry and the 
erops not up to the avefage. In 
facet, in ‘the southern portion of all 
the provinces they were generally 
short. In the northern part. they 
were better, however, and in the Sask-+ 
atchewan valley they were very good 
and there will be an abundant crop. 
There was a fair crop in the middle 
and southern part of Saskatchewan. 

Mr. Mann was quite enthusiastic 
over the progress made by the com. 
pany in the construction of new lines, 

“We have put down 300 miles of 
new rails this year,” said the Vice- 
president, “and we expect to put down 
considerable more this year through 
the whole three provinces.” 

The Pacific section is now about 
sixty miles long. Across the Fraser 
River a new townsite has been survey 
ed, and as the place is a base of sup 
plies for the construction gangs, quite 
a little town is springing up. It is 
understood that it is the intention of 
the C.N.R. to pool its interests with a 
whale oil industry on the Pacific 
coast, which is said to be a most pro- 
fitable industry.

TOTAL WHEAT YIELD 
UP TO THE AVERAGE 


Most of the Scares in Connection 
With the Wheat Crop Haye Pires. 
od—No Records Will Be Broken 
in the Yields of the Year. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 17.—Most of the 
scares in connection with the wheat 
cfop of 1910 have passed, and with 
the beginning of the harvest there is 
an opportunity to estimate the total 
damege that the growing grain has 
suffered through the various causes. 
At the outset it should be stated that 


nearly all the scares that have been 
generated have been overdone. A 
eareful review of the situation Indi- 


cate’ that the aggregate loss has been 
smaller than might have been inferred 
from the early reports. It is a fact 
that many farmers have lost heavily, 
and some of them have no return 
at all from their season's operations. 
The proportion which these unfortun- 
ate perrons bear to the total number 
engaged in agricultural operations is, 
however, not more than fifteen per 
cent., and complete figures may show 
that it {# even smaller. Of the rest, 
about half have lost a portion of their 
grain, and their return will average 
probably fifty per cent. of the av- 
erage. About forty-five per cent. of 
the farmers are likely to secure a 
nominal yield, some of them, indeed, 
doing better than in any previous 
season. 
Widely Varying Conditions, 

The growth of the crop has been 
uneven and “patchy,” and = calcula- 
tions of its productiveness have been 
very difficult. The condition seems 
to vary in a particular township, re- 
flecting a difference in the method of 
tillage or a larger dividend from the 
favor of the weather. Some districts 
are able to report uniformly satisfac- 
tory conditions, while others have ielt 
the hand of adversity through their 
whole area. Larger territories fur. 
nish similar contrasts. The south 
western corner of Manitoba and the 
southern portion of Alberta, for in- 
stance, produce little or no crop this 
season, While the big area abutting on 
the main line of the Canadian Paci- 
fie Railway from the Manitoba boun 
dary west to Moose Jaw glories in 
one of the best yields it has ever 
known. 

Average Yield of Wheat, 

There is talk of breaking re- 
cords, nor there any belief that 
the wheat for this year will 
be comparable that of last year. 
It may rank well in the matter of 
quality, but it will “fall down in 
quantity. The best that may be ex- 
pected is that it will average up well 
when taken In consideration with the 
yields of the past few seasons.

Rains Brought Good Cheer. 

During the past three weeks there 
has been an abundance of moisture in 
practically every part of the West, 
and the effect of the heavy showers 
has been pleasant to contemplate. 
The anxiety, deepening almost to 
gloom, which had overspread the 
country disappeared suddenly, and 
people began to realize that there was 
a grain crop worth saving. Reports 
from the various districts took on a 
different tinge. In places where un- 
easiness reigned it developed that 
there would be ten bushels of wheat 
to’ the acre. In others the expected 
yield went up from ten to twelve, 
from fifteen to eighteen, and ony 
according to the conditions that had 
prevailed earlier in the season. There 
were some places, to be sure, where 
the rainfall came too late to rescue 
the withering grain, but it was warm 
ly weleomed there for other reasons. 
The phenomena which caused this 
change in sentiment did not confine 
their attentions to the wheatfields. 
The business men whose enterprises 
depended upon a satisfactory grain 
production also found it possible to 
believe that all was not lost. There 
was a falling off in the quantity of 
pcssimism inspired by the crop out- 
look, and the conclusion reached im- 
plied an acknewledgment of improved 
conditions.
